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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the Remarks filed 12/2/2004. Claims 32 and 33 are 
pending in the application. In view of the arguments presented in the Remarks, the 
previous rejections in the Office action mailed 6/2/04 are withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The claims have been amended as follows: 

Claim 32. (Currently Amended) A method for producing a monoclonal 
antibody specific for an antigen, the method comprising: 

(a) providing i mmun i zing a transgenic mouse whose genome comprises a 
DNA seguence encoding a CD19 operablv linked to a promoter and 
overexpressing CD19 in antibodv-producing cells , wherein said antibody- 
producing cells with have disrupted peripheral tolerance , w i th an ant i g o n 
to perm i t said ant i body producing colls to produc e ant i bod i os to tho 
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antig e n, wh e r ei n sa i d ant i g e n i s s ele ct e d from th e group cons i st i ng of a n 

autoant i g e n and a high l y cons e rv e d ant i g e n ; 
(b) immunizing said transgenic mouse with an antigen to permit said 

antibody-producing cells to produce antibodies to the antigen, wherein 

said antigen is selected from the group consisting of an autoantigen and a 

highly conserved antigen: 
(cb) removing at least a portion of said antibody-producing cells from the 

mouse; 

(dG) forming a hybridoma by fusing one of the antibody-producing cells with an 
immortalizing cell wherein the hybridoma is capable of producing a 
monoclonal antibody to the antigen; 

(ed) propagating the hybridoma; and 

(fe) harvesting the monoclonal antibodies produced by the hybridoma.
